Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations 


The sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead # quarter-section of 
SY alinbie Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant Tana appear in per- 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on certain conditions. 
utjes—six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
enate inay live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of atleast 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standing may preempt a quarter- section along: 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per 

Duties—six months residence in cach of three 
years after earning homestead patent; also 50 
| acres extra cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer- 
tain conditions. 

A settler who hasexhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 peracre. Duties---Must re- 
side six months in each of three years, “cultivate 
50 acres and erect @ house worth 00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction 
‘n case of rough scrubby or stony land. Live 
‘tock may be substituted for cuitivation under 
certain conditions.

FAVOR FREE RURAL HOSPITALS 


———~——= 


On Friday, Nov. 17th, Mrs. 
Davidson of Calgury addressed a 
small but enthusiastic audience in 
the Methodist church on the subject 
of Free Rural Hospitals. Everyone 
listening to the forcible, clear argu- 
ments of this fluent lady speaker 
could not fail to be impressed and 
wonder why this bas not been agi- 
tated and established long ago. 
Under the proposed system of free 
hospitals an institution with a doc- 
tor will be established within 20 
miles of every settler. The cost 
will be about one cent per acre in 
taxes annually and will be free to 
every resident of the hopsital dis- 
trict. We have free public schools, 
why should we not each do our ut- 
most to obtain free hospitals? They 
would not cost us as much during 
our lifetime as one illness under 
present conditions. The Free Pnub- 
lic Hospitals League has forwarded 
a petition to the government asking 
for Free public hospitals. After 
Mrs. Davidson had _ read this 
petition a committee was formed 
consisting of Rev. Rogers, Dr. Gib- 
son and Mr. Jackson to draw up 
and forward to Edmonton a paper 
endorsing this scheme on behalf of 
the citizens of Munson, as repre- 
sented by the meeting.

with the latter-day German philos- 
ophy and pedagogy. Schoolmasters 
inculcate it, Clergymen of all faiths 
preach it, historians study the annals 
of mankind in the light of it. Uni- 
versity professors expound it, States- 
men take it as the rule of their policy 
and the kaiser looks upon it as the 
object of his mission, In a word, it is 
the cement of German unity, the se- 
cret of German expansion, the main- 
spring of German enterprise and org- 
anization, Destroy that belief, last 
that hope, thrust that goal beyond 
the reach of the Teuton, and the vast 
structure raised by the combined ef- 
forts of generations will collapse. 
Riches, case, domination, will be 
snatched from the grasp that was 
closing on them. And that is the 
task which the Allies will have set 
themselves when they reject the 
coming peace proposals. To this the 
inost terrible fate that ever befell a 
great nation, the Teutons will not re- 
sign themselves without gathering up 
all their strength and hurling it 
against the entente with the fury of 
despair—London Daily Telegraph. 


Russia’s Arctic Port 


New Port of Murman Gives Russia 
a Great Advantage 


One of the great difficulties of the 


Allies in the past has been to secure 


for Russia ample supplies of muni- 
tions. Only two ports were avyail- 
able for the importation of supplies. 
One of these, Archangel, is not only 
remote from the battlefront, but in 
addition is closed by ice during the 
winter, The other, Vladivostok, 
while usually ice-free, is a long dis- 
tance from the front. The activity 
on the eastern front, coupled with 
reports of the presence of German 
submarines in the Arctic region, 
shows that the enemy is alive to the 


jtremendous advantages that Russia's 


new open port confers on Brusiloff’s 
advancing armies. 

Russia now possesses in the port of 
Murman, on the Arctic Ocean, an ice- 
free harbor between the White Sea 


;and the North Cape which will solve 


her most formidable problem: the 
equipment of her new armies and the 
continual flow of supplies from for- 
eign workshops. Owing to the mod- 
crating influence of the Gulf Stream, 
which is not felt at Archangel, the 
port of Murman, situated on the nor- 
thern coast of the Kola Peninsula, is 
never closed by ice. Wooden quays 
to accommodate three large steain- 
ers have been erected, and the well- 
sheltered harbor affords anchorage 
for forty large vessels, 
linking Murman to Petrograd is nine 
hundred miles long, as compared 
with a haulage of six thousand miles 
on the Trans-Siberian Railway con- 
necting Petrograd and Vladivostok. 
The building of the Murman railway 
has been one of the notable achicve- 
ments of the war. The difficulties en- 
countered were very great. Much of 
the region through which the railway 
runs is practically uninhabited. There 
were no roads for the conveyance of 
materials and workmen, and in some 
places the survey led through neavy 


granite | deposits and primeval for- 
ests. Great tracts of bog also added 
to the problems of construction, 


Over hundreds of miles the track is 
laid on piles. Already the line is vir- 
tually completed for the conveyance 
of munitions, and before the end of 
the year it will be open for general 
traffic, 

Although the value of Murman port 
for war purposes cannot be overrated, 
its chief importance to Russia will be 
realized only when peace returns anc 
the Empire of the Czar turns to th: 
more profitable pursuit of a world- 
wide trade.—Toronto Globe.

' Fortifications on the Somme 


Thiepval a Region of Subterranean 
Passages 


Thiepval, fortified by the Germans 
like a veritable Metz, now in British 
hands, has been the subject of many 
reports and not a few legends since 
the war began, It has been described 
as the location of many secret gun 
emplacements, erected before the war 


began, underneath farms and semi- 
mansions, 
The owner of one chateau was 


alleged to have German blood in his 
veins, and to have transformed his 
property before the war into a_for- 
tress with hundreds of tons of ce- 
ment, gun platforms, and subterran- 
ean passages and depots holding huge 
stocks of shells. 

Krupp was mixed up in these stor- 
ies, which were seasoned with the 
inevitable mysterious automobiles 
and night meetings in the park, It 
is almost unnecessary to say that all 
these reports are mere product of ex- 
cited imagination without a shadow 
of foundation, © 

The chateau, built in 1725, belonged 
to a well-known family of the district, 
the de Breda, In 1912 Comte Jacques 
de Breda sold the place to a Paris 
engineer, M. Henri Portier, of the 
Ecole Centrale, officer of the Legion 
of Honor, and a retired officer of the 
French army. 

M. Portier had a good many alter- 
ations made in his new property — 
only French workmen from Paris 
were employed—and it was not untill 
June, 1914, that he and his family 
took up their residence in the Cha- 
teau de Thiepval, from which they 
escaped on August 27, 1914, at 5 
o'clock in the morning, just as the 
Uhlans entered the village. 

It seems, however, that a German 
general who came to inspect the cha- 
teau immediately afterwards express- 
ed his surprise at the limited extent 
of cellars, and insisted that there 
must be others. 

A writer in the “Gaulois,” who 
says he knows very thoroughly the 
whole region of the Somme, explains 
that local legends refer to the exist- 
ence in former times of great extents 
of subterranean passages in the 
region of Thiepval. 

According to the legend these sub- 
terranean passages, which led froin 
the ruins of an old feudal castle to the 
marshes of Beaucourt, were blocked 
up two or three centuries ago in or- 
der to prevent the village children 
from losing themselves in the !aby- 
rinths, 

It scems not impossible that some 
such passages still exist beneath the 
chateau and park, and that the Ger- 
mans knew of them. 

What is beyond question, however, 
is that in the whole region, from 
Doullens to Bray, Combles and Al- 
bert, traces can be found of immense 
caves and fissures hewn in the chalk 
by prehistoric rivers, whose courses 
can still be traced by geologists. 


General Brusiloff 


Whimsical Stories Regarding the 


Celebrated Russian General 


An achievement so brilliant as that 
of General Brusiloff, like a sudden 
splendor of dawn from the midst o/ 
darkness, inevitably arouses an eager 
desire to know something of him;

And, in pass- 
ing, one may note that this legend of 
a miraculous return wreathes itself 
about every dominant personality, not 
only the spiritual heroes like Guat- 
ama and Zoroaster, but the men cf 
war, like Friedrich Barbarossa, asleep 
in the Kvffhauser, Shivaji of the Mah- 
ratta hills, and now, for the second 
time, about the fine soldier who for- 
feited the renown won in the Sudan.

Boy Scout Notes 


The Gallant Scout Who Became a 
National Hero 


The Boy Scout movement in Mon- 
treal has enlisted the sympathy %f the 
Protestant School~Commission, Not 
only have the members of the Com- 
mission spoken in highest terms of 
the movement, but at a recent meet- 
ing the Board decided to give the 
officers of the Boy Scouts’ Associa- 
tion the use of one of the schools, 
and also to co-operate with them in 
the matter of equipment. 

The chairman of the School Com- 
mission, Dr. Herbert Symonds, finds 
in the Boy Scout movement a sug- 
gestion of the greatest possible value 
for a basis on which to build a na- 
tional service system tn Canada after 
the war. Dr. Symonds has explained 
that his idea was not that this would 
be valuable in enabling Canadians at 
somg future time to overcome some 
other country, or even simply to de- 
fend their own country, but that it 
would help to build up from within 
the spirit of discipline and the spirit 
of service, and an idea of order and 
helpfulness, People must be trained 
to discipline, not only to earn their 
own living, but to be of service to 
others, and the Boy Scout movement 
is the best means to phat end at pre- 
sent, 

When Jack Cornwell, V.C., one of 
the heroes of the Jutland fight, paid 
the supreme sacrifice, England lost 
one of its finest Boy Scouts. One of 
the stories his mother tells of him is 
that when he went away for his last 
leave he said: “When I come back 
again I'll have something on my ara, 
even if it’s only a gun shot wound.”

It was Cornwell who, although 
mortally wounded, stayed at his post 
all through the action of the Chester 
because he thought he might be want- 
ed, This is characteristic of the ai- 
titude of the average Boy Scout, His 
high idea of service and duty, gained 
through his connection with the Boy 
Scout movement leads him to do great 
things. The genesis of what may be 
called the Cornwell cult, now firmly 
established and blossoming into all 
sorts of memorials, local and nation- 
al, was three or four sentences in Ad- 
miral Jellicoe’s report, the most hu- 
finan in that thorny document, They 
told how the boy stood by his post 
throughout the fierce battle, although 


|he had been previously mortally 
wounded. Before the dispatch came 
out, Cornwell had been brought 


home, his death

streets, and his body was obscurely 
buried in a poor grave. Then came 
fame with a rush, Committees got to 
work, the Admiralty took action, and 
the body was exhumed and reburied, 
and followed to the grave by one of 
the most extraordinary funeral pro- 
cessions ever scen in London. No 
famous field marshall ever had such 
a concourse ona day of public fun- 
eral, or one which so blended local 
pride with national enthusiasm, and 
no great man in English history is 
more sure of English immortality.

“Western Canada,” in the sense

The area of each province is roughly 
| 250,000 square miles. The total area, 
756,000 square miles, is six times the 
size of the British Isles and nearly 
four times the size of either France 
or Germany, It is five times the size 
of the state of California, fourteen 
times that of the state of Illinois, six- 
teen times that of the state of New 
York, and ninety times that of the 
state of Massachusetts. 
; These three provinces comprise a 
land area of 483,000,000 acres. At 
least 200,000,000 acres are good farm- 
fing land that can be put under crop, 
but less than 25,000,000 acres are ac- 
tually cultivated at the present time 
{—that is to say, only about twelve 
per cent. of what is known to be good 
is at present utilized. All the remain- 
der is fine arable land that awaits set- 
tlers, 

The population of these three pros 
vinces is about one million and three- 
quarters,

Coal Mining Industry an Important} 


Factor in the West 


Probably sixty per cent. of the 
coal deposits in the Dominion of 
Canada are to be found in the pro- 
vince of Alberta, Alberta has coa 
in every part from the international 
boundary north to Lake Athabasca. 
Government figures for 1913 (the

Instruction in Elementary Agriculture as Provided in our Public 
Schools Not Sufficiently Advanced to be of Practical Benefit 
To the Farmers of the Future 
6) 


_At the present time most of the 
Canadian provinces provide  instruc- 
tion in elementary agriculture for 
pupils who attend the public schools. 
The teachers—for the most part girls 
— are given a month’s training in 
some institution, and are then gradu- 
ated as instructors of the subject. 
The course usually covers botany, 
entomology, gardening, animal hus- 
bandry, field husbandry and nature 
study. A nicely engraved certificate 
}is given at the end of the course and 
the teacher goes home filled with the 
happy dignity of having broadened 
her sphere of work. 

These teachers cannot teach agri- 
culture, cannot even make a_ bluff 
at it. The farmer knows this. What 
would happen if he went to ask the 
local school teacher who instructs 
his children in “agriculture” for in- 
formation regarding crop rotation 
for a certain piece of land on his 
farm? She would probably turn to 
her note book and read him some- 
thing taken down from a professor’s 
lecture. He would grin if he were 
|good natured, if not he would say 
something, 

Can you think of another subject 
on the curriculum of any institution 
in which you would care to have your 
child instructed by a teacher of simi- 
lar training? J think not, 

In Canada we have not made agri- 
culture a high school subject. We 
jattempt to teach the very elements 
lof the science, that is all. Should 
the boy want further instruction he 


jmust go to college. All farmers’ 
sons cannot do this. The conse- 
;quence is that serious agricultural 


the 
masses of the farming communities, 
except through agricultural journal- 
ism and societies formed among the 
farmers themselves. 

_ In the United States more is be- 
ing done, In the Duluth, Minn,, high 
school practical work of a decidedly 
“secondary” nature has been under- 
taken.

There Are Arguments Both Ways,

The discussion of the idea of close- 
together settlement recommended by 
Commissioner W, J. Black, Baron 
Shaughnessy, and others is being con- 
tinued with good effect. It is of the 
highest importance that the wisdom 
and feasibility of the proposition 
should be demonstrated before em- 
barking on any wholesale operation, 
The motive as intended in these 
columns may not be fully understood, 
It has nothing to do with assisting 
speculators to dispose of useless 
lands. The points concerned are 
these: Closer settlement reduces the 
demand for extensive railway con- 
struction, with which the country is 
already overburdened to an enormous 
extent. It makes for better roads, 
inasmuch as government grants 
need not be shot out so far into the 
wilderness, but be bunched nearer 
market towns. It provides returned 
soldiers, unfamiliar with farming, with 
neighbors who can pilot them over 
the first difficult year or two. It 
places the soldier and other settlers 
(if the benefit were extended beyond 
soldiers) reasonably near elevators, 
markets and stores. This list of reas- 
ons is probably not exhaustive, and a 
further one has been offered by the 
great Trades and Labor Congress at 
Yoronto, It is that such closer set- 
tlement will mean that the amenities 
of life, the social and neighborly ad- 
vantages will be within reach, 
Anyone familiar with the country 
districts is struck by a number of ob- 
jectionable features. One is the un- 
cultivated condition of quantities of 
acreage within a few miles of market 
towns. The other is the sight of ex- 
iled settlers thirty and forty miles 
from civilization, and many miles 
from neighbors.

A discovery which is, to say the 
least of it, of surpassing interest to 
doctors, and indeed to the world at 
large, is now on its trial in France. 
o public statement has been made 
about it, yet, according to the British 
Medical Journal, the work, “though 
very quietly performed, has given 
rise to a host of rumors, surmises and 
conflicting views.” 

This is not surprising when it is 
understood that the discovery is quite 
as important as was the finding of 
X-rays, and much more remarkable. 
With the X-ray, in a darkened cham- 
ber, it is possible to obtain a picture 
of the bones and more solid struc- 
tures, but by means of this discovery 
it is possible in broad daylight to 
obtain detailed pictures of any organ 
of the body, brain, liver, kidneys, 
spleen, and to sce at a glance by 
what gross lesions they are affected. 
Thus it is possible to see the blood- 
vessels in the brain, to observe a 
blood-clot in that organ, to detect ab- 
scesses in the liver and wounds or 
cuts in any organ, In one case a 
“concretion” in the appendix was 
seen clearly when the picture was 
complete, The miracle is achieved by 
utilizing the currents of electricity 
which the body is believed to gener- 
ate, 

The actual finished photographs 
are remarkable, and show the blood 
vessels in the brain in detail; also 
wounds, but not the actual brain 


substance. In other words, differ- 
ences, such as diseased areas, are 
shown. The process of producing 


these pictures is not impressive. 
“There is no darkening of rooms, no 
flashing of lights, and no crackling 
of spark-gaps. In fact, the whole 
proceeding is so brief and seemingly 
so simple that when the results are 
observed the first sensation is one of 
bewilderment. A patient is laid on a 
plain deal table (insulated by stand- 
ing it on glass), a little clicking is 
heard in a cupboard hard by, and 
after 60 seconds or so the bearers are 
directed to remove him. Nothing has 
been felt by the patient, little or 
nothing has been seen by the by- 
standers beyond what has been noted, 
yct a visible record of the outline of 
a living organ has been conveyed to 
a wax sheet.” 

The name of the inventor is given 
as James Shearer, aged 30, at pres- 
ent a sergeant in the R.A.M.C,, and 
working at a casualty clearing sta- 
tion. By birth he is a Scotsman, but 
he received his late education in Am- 
erica, where he graduated M.D., 
Ch.M,, at the University of Wash- 
ington, He could not be given a 
commission, as the medical degree he 
holds is not one of those recognized 
in Great Britain—London Times, 


Sheep Farming 


Splendid Opportunity Offered to the 
Returned Soldiers 


Agriculturally, Canada is and has 
been a land of big things. Sheep, 
however, although great money- 


makers in many other countries, have 
received anything but the attention 
their possibilities well merit in this 
country, Yet every province in Can- 
ada has proven ‘to include extensive 
areas highly suitable to the successful 
pursuit of the sheep-breeding indus- 
try, and climatic conditions seem fa- 
/vorable in practically all parts of the 
Dominion. 

| One peculiarity of this country is 
{its suitability to either fertile or in- 
|ferior lands. Much money has been 
jmade with sheep on farms where no 
lother line of farming could possibly 
have been followed, Another pe- 
culiarity is that it may be conducted 
jeither on a small scale, earning a 
|satisfactory income, or on a very 
|large scale, building a fortune. The 
jsingle-handed farmer with his tidy 
little flock of high-grade ewes is 
sure of a comfortable income, while 
the rancher with his widely-scattered 
{flocks and his hired shepherds may 
be easily on a financial par with the 
railway president. 

To soldiers returning { 
pursuits in this country, in my opin- 
ion, no single line should prove more 
attractive than sheep-farming. Even 
jthough previously entirely innocent 
of any knowledge in this connection, 
one really interested can easily and 
quickly get into the business. The 
initial investment is small, the daily 
labor is light, and the sum of work 
for the year much less than with most 
other lines of livestock, 
work is of such a character that great 
‘physical strength or robust health is 
not essential to success, though these 
conditions are usually most necessary 
jto farming, ; 

There is plenty of room, there are 
many farms ready and waiting for 
thousands of small sheep farmers, in 
| Nova Scotia, »« New Brunswick, Que- 
ibec, and Ontario, to say nothing of 
}the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia, Anyone at 
in making a living in this country, 
with a minimum expenditure in 
capital and labor, cannot afford to 
neglect the possibilities of this most 
attractive industry; for its present 
lreturns are most ulisfactory, and 
even when war prices fall there is 
no reason why it should not continue

Battleships with 
Eizateen Inch Guns 
Reported That Great Britain Is 
Equipping New Battleships With 
Monster Guns _ 


Battleships equipped with 18-inch 
guns, three inches bigger than any 
now afloat and two inches greater 


than the largest guns projected for 


the new battleships and battle cruis- 
ers to be added 
navy, are under construction in Great 
Britain, according to unofficial ad- 
vices, which are given credence by 
naval officials in Washington, 

The big weapons are designed pri- 
marily, officials believe, for use 
against land fortifications, 

As a means of developing floating 
forts, which could throw great pro- 
jectiles into land fortifications out of 
sight over the horizon, the reported 
British venture in battleship con- 
struction is regarded by ordnance ex- 
perts in Washington as having great 
possibilities. They estimate that 
shells weighing nearly 3,000 pounds 
could be used effectually, and point 
out that an cighteen-inch gun would 
have a range equal to, if not greater, 
than the average European coast de- 
fence ordnance, 

The largest guns carried now by 
any naval vessel, so far as known, by 
records in Washington are the 15- 
inch rifles, mounted on some of the 
latest British, German and Italian 
battleships.
